NEW YORK (UPI) - Talk about mail 
delivery and everyone has a story about the 
letter that took three weeks to get across 
town, the Christmas card that didn t reach 
Aunt Mary until the following December or 
the package that never got to its destination 
at all. 
Bring up the topic with Fred T. Alien, 
whose company has a lot to do with the 
mail, and get ready for an argument 
“Criticizing the mail seems to be a very 
fashionable thing but the fact is the Postal 
Service since 1970 has done a pretty credible 
job with what was an ineffective, inefficient 
operation that was near disaster," said 
Allen, chairman of Pitney Bowes Inc "They 
are considerably more effective than they 
were in 1970.’* 
Pitney Bowes makes postal meters and 
other mail-related equipment but Allen said 
only about 2 per cent of his company’s 
business comes from the Postal Service The 
licenses his company holds on metering 
machines 
are 
not 
exclusive 
and 
are 
available to any manufacturer meeting 
Postal Service specifications 
What concerns him, Allen said, is that the 
Postal Service is not getting credit for the 
progress 
it 
has 
made 
and 
therefore 
proposals to give private carriers the right 
to carry first class mail, for example, are 
gaining support without examining their 
consequences 
"I think this would be devestating," Allen 
said, contending private carriers would only 
be interested in the profitable high-volume- 
mail routes, skimming the cream from the 
Postal Service which still would have to serve 
low volume rural areas 
Virtually every postal service in the world 
has exclusive rights to first-lass mail, for 
good reason, according to Allen. 
"Consider the c o m p l i c a t i o n s of 
transferring from one private carrier to 


another The mailer would have a heck of a 
time determining hut routing," according to 
Alien, not to mention the huge additional 
government subsidies he says would be 
needed to compensate for the lost post office 
revenues. 
While pressure is mounting in Congress 
for more direct control over the Postal 
Service 
— 
taking 
back 
some 
of 
its 
independence granted in its reorganization 
six years ago — Alien noted the General 
Accounting Office, t h e C o n g r e s s i o n a i 
investigative arm, has given the post office 
good marks on service, rates and employee 
relations 
The 
13-cent 
first-class stamp is 
the 
cheapest among all industrialized countries 
except Canada and all the world’s major 
postal systems except Sweden run at a 
deficit. The U.S. Postal Service moves half 
the mail in the free world and has a much 
larger territory to serve than other systems. 
Then why the almost universal perception 
that the U S mail is bad? 
"When you handle 90 billion letters a year, 
even if the Postal Service is 99 per cent 
perfect, there still would be 900 million 
letters that would be delayed," said Allen 


Improving postal productivity is harder 
now considering the gains already made 
with new mechanization, Allen said The 
pieces of mail moved per postal employee 
worked out to 132,000 last year, up from 
115,000 pieces in 1970, a pioductivity gain 
equal 
to 
100,000 
employees. 
"There will be incremental increases in 
productivity from here on, 
n o t h i n g 
spectacular,” Allen said. One lingering 
problem is that many postal facilities were 
built in an era when the mail moved by rail, 
meaning major mail centers still are in 
congested downtown areas. 
“The post offices are all in the wrong 
places now, next to the train station They 
should on the outskirts" 


First Inauguration

The inauguration of Georg' Washington 
was the only one ever to be held in the City of 
New 
York 
Likewise, it wa* the only 
inauguration ever to take place in the month 
of April, The ceremony was originally 
scheduled to take place on the fourth or fifth of 
March, but news traveled slowly and ao did 
men A quorum of .Senators did not arrive in 
the city until the sixth of April Until then the 
electoral votes could not be officially counted 
and the results announced ll then required 
eight more days for the newt to be carried to 
Mount Vernon by pony express 
Washington took tiao more days making 
preparations before starling hoi journey on 
April sixteen Ii might be sold (hot the 
inauguration ceremonies began when he left 
his home and ended when he took the oath of 
office for he was met with a great ovation at 
each city and town along the way His first 
stop was at the home of his aged mother in 
Frodricksburg. Before he left, George 
borrowed too pounds from her to pay the 
expenses of the trip This loon was never 
repaid, for she died before he could return. 
The first port of the trip wax made in the 
family carriage, bm before he reached 
Philadelphia he found this method of travel 
too tiring and switched lo the magnific ant 
while horse so many painters have pictured 
him on In this city he met the first planned 
demonstration. Many arches had been 
erected for him to pare beneath and the city 
was bnUia.il with bunting and flowers Every 
house was decorated, every bell was ringing 
and a .Spanish frigate in the harbour fired a 
salute in his honor As he passed beneath the 
first arch the great crowd gathered there 
cheered when a young girl placed a laurel 
wreath on hts head He was then taken to the 
old City Tavern on Second and Chestnut far a 
banquet and reception 


At Trenton he passed under more arches 
while small children strewed (hepslh before 
him with flowers and sang an ode written for 
the occasion and still preserved as an 
heirlooms by the city At Klixabethport he 
went aboard a specially constructed barge to 
finish the Journey to the city The barge had 
been constructed by the moat skilled workers 
to br found and was manned by thirteen 
masters of ships, ane representing each the 
thirteen colonies The joint committee of 
Congress was on board to welcome him and 
conduct him to the ceremonies As the barge 
approached the city it was met by many other 
boals One of these was filled with a number 
of singers who serenaded hun with another 
ortginal ode set to the music of "God Save the 
King " ll was said that Washington was so 
(Reply affected by this demonstration that he 


Governor Clinton, his staff ami many of 
Washington * former officers in full uniform 
met him at the ferry stairs The mayor and 
other municipal officers, foreign am ­ 
bassadors. and other dignitaries escorted the 
party from the barge through streets luted 
with cheering multitude* They were taken to 
the Franklin House where the President-elect 
dined with the Governor and a boat of other 
dignitaries Old history books report that "on 
this occasion Washington wore military 
breeches and a buff waistcoat with a blue coat 
trimmed in braw buttons He was a splendid 
picture of American manhood The same suit 


may be seen in the museum at Washington 
DC today " 
Since this was the very first inauguration of 
a President, Congress had many anxious 
discussions on protocol There wet a great 
deal of argument about everything including 
how Washington should be addressed After 
discarding many pompous and high sounding 
titles, they settled on the simple designation 
of "the President of the United States" who 
should be addressed as "Mr President " 
After much wrangling as to the method of 
installation. It was decided he should be 
sworn in on the balcony adjoining the Senate 
chamber, which was in the old Federal 
building at the corner of Broad and Wall 
Streets, on Apii! » The day was ushered In 
with the firing of a salute by the guns of Fort 
O orge and the ringing of church beth 
throughout the city During the morning, 
religious services were held in ail these 
churches to ask the blessings of God on this 
new venture 
At twelve noon a procession was formed 
and Washington was driven to the place of 
inaugural**! in a special carriage He was 
escorted by a troop of light dragons and a 
legion of infantry These were followed by the 
committees of Congress and the heads of 
deportments also in carnages 
Foreign 
minister* and ordinary citizen* followed 
The small Federal building was crowded 
and the Senate was still debating whether 
they should rise or remain seated when the 
President elect arrived when Washington 
entered the room Ail rose without a vote ever 
having been taken Mr Adams, who had been 
sworn In as Vice iTesident some days 
before, then took the chair and announced it 
was time to administer the oath of office to 
George Washington who has been didy 
elected as President of these United States " 
Adams. Governor Clinton and Chancellor 
Livingston then escorted Washington to the 
balcony “The moment they appeared they 
were greeted by tumultuous cheers which 
Washington acknowledged by bowing very 
tow with his hand above his heart He wore a 
dark brown cloth sib! with white stockings 
and silver buckled shoes, ail of American 
manufacture. Al bu side hung a plain, 
straight hilted steel sword ” The scene ta 
preserved in bronze an the free' eastern door 
of the Senate wing in the c apl lot at 
Washington 
Chancellor Livingston administered the 
oath Lifting his eyes to heaven, Washington 
answered with solemn emphasis. "I swear, so 
help me God,” then bent to kiss the Bible on 
which he had rested hts hand This Bible is 
now the prized possession of the Sault John's 
Lodge of Free Masons in New York City. 
The Chancellor then cried. "Ixmg live 
George Washington. President of the United 
Sties " The crowd caught the cry and rolled ll 
bock and forth aa a flag was run up on Air 
cupola, artillery thundered and the bells 
rang joyfully Washington then returned to 
the Senate to make his simple inauguration 
address before attending church at Saint 
Paul’s on Broadway where the Chaplain of 
the Senate officiated The crowd was so dense 
that his carriage could scarcely move After 
watching the fireworks that followed the 
religious ceremony. Washington decided he 
could make better progress walking and 
returned to the botel on foot "So ended these 
auspicious ceremonies "
